Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225

Claims 1-30 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 6-62 of 
copending Application No. 09/448,463. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the claims of both applications 
recite all of the first thin film transistors for switching pixel electrodes and all of the 
second thin film transistors of the driver circuit for switching the first thin film transistors 
are p-channel thin film transistors or n-channel thin film transistors. The claims of 
Applicant's present invention do not recite the resistor or the capacitor incorporated in 
the driver circuit. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to incorporate the resistor or the capacitor into the driver circuit in order to form an 
invertor circuit, a shift register circuit, a multiplexer circuit or a dynamic circuit. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
